1. Ettfereoee l» made to your memorasdmm of 4 December 
1957, fltwA previous corresponded:# reapectlng the proposed joint 
report os above sul>Ject to be sidnaltted by the Chairman the 
Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference and the Director oi Central 
bsleUigence . 

Z, Eepresoabittves of this Agency and of tito Federal Bureavt 
of Iavest%ation have had several meetings on this subject during 
which we have certsideifed the Importance of improving facilities for 
the traasmdttal from foreign posts of vttsal intelligence which might 
be facilitated by the proposed legislidlen and also certain internal 
security problems of concern to the FBI raised by ^is legislation. 

S. It is our uruler standing from these conversations, which 
I believe has aireedy been confirmed to you by Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, 
that the FBI would not object to seeking the proposed legislation, 
provided privileges thereunder would not be extended to the Soviet 
or 3wlet bloc countries without prior discussion and mider standing 
wi^ the FBI. As you know, the CIA favors the legislation and I 
understand you have received the concurrence of the Departments 
of State and Defense. 
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4. X would ]»oist out, however, thut in my it would he 

urlee to proe«#d with this metter only If, after informal conealtation 
with the reepectlv® cotmr-Jtteoa cf the Senate and the House which 
would be concerned therewith, It was aacertaiMMcl that the laglelatiotii 
CouM |»robid)ly he secured without arousing controversy or acrimoaioui 
debate ee this might reveal certain aensitive o|>eratione and capabilities 
in the field of communications .

. The reference calls for a report by me and by the Chairman 
Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference as to the balance of 
advantages and disadvantages from tlA viewpoint of intelligence 
which would result if subject legislati<A were approved. 


2. My representatives and representatives of the Chairman, IIC 
ave discussed this matter and have not .as yet been able to reach 
agreement. Not only intelligence is involved, but also the matter of 
internal security, and there are a number of factors, which require 
further detailed consideration including certain new developments 
in the field of radio comravinication. 


3. In view of the foregoing and also the improbability that the 
Congress in the short time remaining in this session woiold have an 
opportunity to deal with this matter, I recommend that action be 
deferred pending more exhaustive Investigation in the ensuing months 
with a view to submittixig a recommendation prior to the convening 
of the Congress in 1958. ®

SUBJECT: International Diplomatic Communications 

(Proposed Legislation to Permit Reciprocal 
Radio Agreements) 


Reference is made to my mwaoranda of May 29 and October 1, 
1957, concerning the request for your joint report as to the 
balance of advantages aad disadvantages which voxild result, from 
the intelligence standpoint, if approval were given to legislation 
on the subject as previously proposed by the Department of State. 


The joint report requested frcaa State and Defense on 
another aspect of the problem has now been received. In order 
that the President may igive further consideration to the Depart- 
ment of State proposal, in advance of the reconvening of the 
Congress next month, it is requested that your joint report be 
submitted by December 10, 1957.
